Biggest Ocean Liner Now Bullding to 
be Catied the Aquitania.

LONDON, Feb. 10.—The Cunard 
Company has ded to name the new 
50,000-ton vessel which is now building 
for it at Clyde Bank the Aquitania. 


Phe contract for the construction of the 
monster new, Cunarder, for . which the 
name Aquitenia Aas deen was 
awarded to-Jobn- Brown & Co. of Clyde 
Bank. Scotland, on Dec. 8 last. Her 4l- 
mensions are 885 feet.in dength and 95 
feet beam, and shé is to have a speed of 
23 knots. Thus sie will be two and a 
half feet Jonger and have 10,000 more.ton- 
nage than the White Star liners Olympic 
and Titanic. ‘The Aquitania will -be 
equipped with. the latest inventions for 
the safety. of- the passengers and crew and 
have a swimming bath anda theatre on 
board. She will have accommodation for 
650 first class passengers, 740 second class, 
and 2,400 steerage mgers. 

Her average speed of 23 knots in ordi- 
nary weather will land .her passengers 
on Monday night at Fishguard on the 
eastward trip and early-on Friday in New 
York on the outward voyage from Liver- 
pool. It is sald that a theatrical com-

ENCLAND ON SPAIN’S LEVEL? 


Britain’s Repity to This Culmination of 
Our Offenses Must Determine if 
She Will Sink So far.

LONDON, Ped, 10.—Under the title 
“The American Challenge,” The Satur- 
day Review prints a leading article 
which begins by saying, “ The British 
Empire has withstood many shocks,” 
and proceeds to instance the Napoleonic” 
campaigns and in our dwn generation 
the German challenge that found ex- 
pression in .the Kaiser's “telegram to 
Kriiger and: brought out Goschen’s fly- 
ing squadron.” 
Saturday Review, “riearly every ather 
country as well as Germany expected 
the-British Empire to find its grave in 
the Transyaal, or the Orange Free 
State,” yet all these shocks “served 
only ‘to brace up the British people to 
the high task they have set themselves 
to do in the world.” But now the chal- 
lenge to the British Empire comes from 
the most formidable, of all our rivals, 
the United States of America, and. the 
world is watching intently“ to see how 
we act. Have we the spirit and fdeal- 
ism to carry us through, or are we to 
drift downward to the rank of a Hol- 
land or a Spain?” 

After this e¢xordium The Saturday 
Review's article goes on to argue that 
Canadian reciprocity is in line “ with 
the purpose whith began with the Dec- 
laration of Independence, and the invi- 
tation thén addressed to the Canadian 
people to share thé fortunes of the new- 
born Republit, the same which has ani- 
mated American Solicy all through the 
succeeding. years, which dictated the 
message which Secretary Olney sent to 
Lord Salisbury when he‘had the ef- 
frontery to give England notice to quit 
the American continent, and inspired 
the repeated rebuffs to Canadian 
statesmen seeking. the ordinary trade 
facilities offered in past years at. the 
doors of the White House. . Canada 
must be taught the perils of isolation.” 

“Now,” continues The Saturday Re- 
view, “that it is to the interest.of the 
Americah, having squanderéd “hie own 
natura] fesourcés, to despolt Capaey'ere 
also for the-particuler advantage of 
American manufactures and consumers 
the warm hand of kinship is extended 
northward in the hope that it may be 
grasped before the slow-moving people 
of the United Kingdom fully awake to 
imperial consciousness."

If they falled 
through the refusal ‘Of the provinces. to 
remove restrictions-against the export. of 
wood Pulp, then)other parts of the agree- 
ment would. fail. 

The committee was odnvinedl of the 
force of the objection. It Was ascertained 
that the arrangement of the Clauses of 
he bill was in consequence of/an error 
in transcribing at the State Department. 
It was suggested that by @ rea gement 
of the clauses so that the wood pulp 
agreement should be placed in @ separate 
section the effect of the bill would ‘be to 
carry out the agreement as signed by the 
Canadian Minisers. 

The deliberations of the morning showed 
that but for Administration supports the 
bill would not have the support of more 
than two Republican mem of the 
committee.

His retirement was credited generally 
to frict‘on with the Admiralty Board. In 
the ordinary course’ he would have’ held 
the Channel ‘command for another year. 
He had been a severe critic of the man- 
agement of the navy when he was serv- 
ing in. Parliament, and after he was put 
at the head of the Channel Fieet in 1906 
he had trouble with his superiors and his 
subordinates; When he struck his flag 
in March he Said;

Faanx La Mons, President of 
the United -Bootblacks’ Protective 
League of this State, respectfully calls 
our attention to Assembly bill No. 77, 
introduced at the League’s request by 
Assemblyman Boruan, which prohibits 
the shining of shoes by bootblacks after 
8 P. M. Sundays. If it passes, MP. La 
Mort says, “it will be the means of 
permitting us to spend a few hours on 
Sunday with our families.” 

Mr. La 
Monr’s picture is that of bootbiacks 
pathetically shining shoes‘ all day, 
seven days in the week.

STEEL ORDERS INCREASED. 


Report for January Shows Unfilled 
Tonnage 436,162 Tone More. 


The United States Steel Corporation re- 
ported its unfilled orders yesterday as of 
Jan. 81 at 3,110,919 tons, an increase of 
436,162 tons over the last reported ton- 
nage, that of Dec. 31. Wall Street and 
the steel trade had:been prepared for an 
increase in the ordéra on the books of the 
company by the recent statement of Judge 
Gafy, which said that up to Jan. 27 orders 
had been at-the rate of 30,000 tons a day, 
but the increase of nearly half a million 
was somewhat larger than had been an- 
ticipated, and was taken to mean that 
shipments in January had been smaller. 

The tonnage reported is the largest since
